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Another  difficulty  in  dealing  v/ith  these  infections  is  the  comparative  lack  of 
facilities  for  isolating  aaad  identifying  the  agent  resonsi|)le.  The  techniques 
and  equipraent  for  working  in  the  laboratory  with  viruses  are  still  being 
developed  and  evolving  and  are  currently  available  to  any  extent  outside  the 
larger  laboratories  and  research  centres.  They  will  of  course  eventually  be  made 
available  more  widely,  but  until  this  is  the  case  much  of  oiar  opinions  must 
continue  in  the  realm  of  speculation,. 

If  one  looks  at  a  graph  or  diagram  charting  the  incidence  in  this  Health 
Area  of  newly  notified  cases  of  tuberculosis  over  the  past  17  years  there  is  no 
doubt  that  a  gradual  fall  in  incidence  is  clearly  in  evidence.  This  overall 
reduction  is  not  1,.  -in  the  nature  of  a  smooth,  and  cent  lous  downward  gradient 
but  shovra  more  of  a  spiky  Mil  and  dale  outline.  Thus  a  year  of  very  low 
incidence  is  frequently  follov;od  by  a  year  or  two  of  rising  incidence  followed  in 
tiorn  by'UL  further  fall  in  incidence.  In  19^3  the  rate  fell  to  a  nevr  last!  level  of 
0o22  per  1^000  of  population,  to  be  followed  in  1964  by  a  noticeable  rise  to  0.37 
per  IjOOO  of  population.  Of  the  19  nev;  cases  coming  to  li^t  dinring  I964,  no  less 
than  13  were  in  people  aged  45  years  or  more.  This  serves  to  reinforce  the  current 
belief  than  the  main  reservoir  of  tuberculous  infection  is  probably  in  the  middle- 
aged  and  elderly  section  of  the  community;  and  especially  in  males  in  these  age 
groups.  In  such  cases  it  is  not  infrequently  associated  v/ith  and  possibly  masked 
by  the  "English  disease"  -  chronic  broncMtis.  Difficulties  of  diagnosis  are 
aggravated  by  lack  of  interest  if  not  overt  resistance  to  the  diagnostic  facilities 
made  available  by  the  Mass  Radiography  Service  on  the  part  of  people,  and  more 
particularly  males,  in  the  older  age  groups.  Relatively  lew  rates  of  tuberculin 
sensitivity  amongst  12  year  old  schoolcMldren  were  again  found  in  I964  v,rhen  the 
rate  v/as  5.1  per  cent  of  507  cMldren  who  had  the  test  applied  and  subsequently 
read,  TMs  indicates  that  the  majority  of  children  up  to  tMs  age  ore  escaping 
contact  T/ith  tubercu3-Ous  infection,  and  suggests  that  there  is  some  reduction  irx  the 
size  and  extent  of  the  pool  of  unlcnov/n  tuberculous  infection.  In  this  connection  it 
is  interesting  to  note  that  as  recently  as  1954  cMldren  only  sli^tly  older  v/ere 
showing  a  positive  reactor  rate  of  14.3  per  cent. 

There  were  three  deaths  a.ttributed  to  tuberculosis  du'-'ir./';  the  year.  Of 
these  two  were  chroMc  sufferers  \diOsc  disease  had  not  responded  to  a  variety  of 
treatments.  The  other  of  a.  65  year  old  woman,  was  only  discovered  as  a  result  of 
an  autopsy  carried  out. 

The  welfare  of  elderli?"  x^'^ople,  especially  those  living  alone,  and  those 
living  in  old  hoiises  and  cottages  la.cking  ameMtics,  continued  to  pose  problems 
and  cause  anxiety.  In  a.  grea,t  many  instances  the  Home  Help  Service  did  vaduable 
work  in  enabling  old  people  to  continue  to  live  at  home.  TMs  arrangement  is  not 
only  humane,  but  imposes  much  less  of  a  financial  burden  on  the  general  body  of 
ratepa^yers  and  taxpayers.  There  are  however  limita-tions  to  the  extent  and  type  of 
hone  help  wMch  can  be  provided  to  adlov/  old  persons  to  continue  to  live  at  hone, 
and  in  such  cases,  and  there  are  many  of  tMs  type,  the  dnly  satisfactory  solution 
is  admission  to  a  Coiinty  Council  home  for  old  people.  In  spite  of  extra  provision 
wMch  has  been  made  in  recent  years  the  demand  for  places  in  such  hones  still 
outstips  the  supply  with  the  resMt  tha.t  waiting  lists,  and  some  system  of 
priorities  in  selecting  people  for  admission  are  inevitable.  At  present  the 
County  Coxancil  provides  some  145  v/elfare  places  in  homes  in  tMs  Health  Area,  Of 
these  74  in  Lamellion  Hospital,  Liskeard,  35  ^^t  Polvellan  House,  Looe  and  36 
at  St,  Annes,  Soltash.  The  County  Council  is  under  an  obligation  to  the  Hospital 
Management  Committee  to  vacate  the  accommodation  now  in  use  at  Lamellion  Hospital 
Liskeard,  and  to  replace  the  74  planes  now  available  there,  and  provide  some 
additional  places  it  is  proposed  to  provide  two  48  place  homes  -  one  a.t  Liskeard, 
and  one  at  Callington,  TMs  new  provision  is  scheduled  for  the  financial  year 
1966/67.,  tmd  the  provisional  capital,  cost  of  each  home  was  estimated  in  I964  at 
£82,000  or  £1,700  per  place  provided,  Y/Mlst  all  concerned  v/ith  the  welfare  of 
old  persons  would  vdsh  to  see  more  generous  provision  of  places  in  homes  it  is  an 
inescapable  fact  that  such  x^rovision  represents  a  heavy  financial  burden  on  the 
community.  If  these  difficulties  are  a.ppreciated  and  seen  aga.inst  the  larger 
picture  of  demands  for  better  educational  facilities,  more  and  better  hospital 
accooLiodation,  incroa.ses  in  housing  provision,  more  direction  of  resources  into 
the  solution  of  trMfic  congestion,  then  those  concerned,  and  their  relatives  may 
be  more  tolerant  of  some  delay  in  solving  the  xjroblem  of  caring  for  old  persons. 

Recent  outbreaks  of  enteric  fever  in  tMs  country  have  caused  much  concern  and 
have  imderlined  the  need  for  Mgher  standards  of  food  hygiene.  In  tMs  field  the 
most  important  and  usually  the  moot  faulty  element  is  the  human  food  handler.  It 
is  true  that  maJ.-functioning,  bCLdly  maintained  equipment  can  harbour  and  spread  food 
poisoning  infection.  In  the  majority  of  outbreaks  of  illness  contracted  from  food 
the  princixjal  cMprit  is  the  food-handler  whose 
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standards  of  personal  cleanliness  are  either  indifferent  or  downright  bad.  The 
food  Hygiene  Regulations  require  the  prova.sion  of  adequate  washing  facilities  but 
no  regulation  nor  any  amount  of  normal  reaspnable  supervision  can  ensure  that  a 
careless  employee  makes  use  of  such  facilijri.es.  So  oftcnthe  human  links  in  the 
chain  to  prevent  infection  of  food  are  the  v/eak  ones  which  fail,  and  set  at  naught 
or  seriously  reduce  the  value  of  good  premises  and  equipment.  In  saying  this  I 
would  not  wish  the  inference  to  be  dravm  that  there  are  no  deficiencies  in  the 
surroundings  and  equipment  associated  vri.th  the  storage,  display  and  handling  of 
food.^  The  most  striking  deficiency  in  the  majority  of  establishments  dealing  with 
food  is  the  absence  or  inadequancy  of  cold  storage  and  cold  display  facilities. 
Refrigerated  display  counters  for  foods  such  as  cooked  meats,  meat  pies,  and  other 
items  of  food  v/hich  are  consijned  without  fmrther  cooking  are  still  conspicuous  by 
their  absence,  even  in  large  stores  i^vhere  large  amounts  of  such  foods  are  stocked 
and  sold.  Too  often  one  sees  such  items  displayed  in  '..■indo\,'a  oi  on  open 
counters  v/here  they  are  subject  not  only  to  infecting  agents  present  in  the  air, 
and  dust  Ti/hich  surroundthem ,  but  also  to  the  higher  ambient  temperature  which 
favours  ;^he  growth  and  rapid  muHplication  of  harmful  bacteria,  and  moiolds.  I  feel 
that  in  shops  handling  these  foods ,  and  indeed  for  those  selling  confectionary,  and 
that  noted  West  of  England  delicacy  -  clotted  cream  —  such  provision  is  to  bo  regarpd 
as  something  which  a  good  well-run  food  store  should  not  be  without. 

There  has  not  been  a  great  deal  of  activity  in  the  field  of  locod  authority 
housing,  nor  have  any  large  scale  slum  clearance  schemes  come  forward  during  l^bk. 

The  heaviest  demand  for  Council  house  tenancies  is  found  in  the  urban  districts 
notably  at  Saltash  and  Torpoint,  vdiere  sizeable  waiting  lists  are  the  rule,  the 
position  being  rather  easier  in  rural  areas.  Further  provisions  of  houses  specially 
designed  to  suit  the  needs  of  elderly  persons  ha.s  been  made,  and  there  appears  to  bo 
^i^'^'iculty  in  finding  tenants  for  such  dwellings  when  they  are  completed.  Many 
older  dv/ellings  have  been  saved  from  closing  on  demolition  by  the  operation  of 
improvement  grant  schemes.  Provided  such  houses  are  structurally  sound  reasonably 

dampness,  and  have  some  space  around  them,  they  can  be  ma.de  into  a.ttractive 
and  comfortable  homes  by  the  ejspenditure  of  a  fraction  of  what  would  be  required  to 
provide  the  equivalent  in  living  accommodation  and  amenities  in  a  newly-built  house. 
The  extension  of  main  water  supplies ,  and  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  schemes  into 
lairal  localities  has  done  a  great  deal  to  encourage  owners  of  older  properties  to 
take  advantage  of  improvement  grant  schemes. 

The  piped  water  supplied  by  the  East  Cornwall  Water  Board  has  been  of 
satisfactory  quality,  and  has  been  generally  adequate  in  quantity  throughout  the 
year.  Local  difficulties  did  occur  from  time  to  time  due  almost  entirely  to  old 
and/or  inadequate  distribution  mains.  The  Board  is  vrorking  to  a  programme  for  the 
renewal  of  such  inadequate  distribution  arrangements,  but  this  will  have  to  be  spread 
oyer  a  period  of  some  years,  and  until  it  is  completed  wholly  satisfactory  supplies 
will  not  be  possible  in  certain  localities.  Over  and  above  the  local  difficulties 
the  total  amount  of  water  available  from  the  tv/o  main  sources  at  Trekeive  Steps  and 
at  Bastreet  is  only  just  sufficient  to  meet  present  demands,  and  I  am  glad  to  know 
that  the  Board  has  been  given  authority  to  proceed  with  a  scheme  to  impiound  and 
store  a  large  amount  of  \rater  by  means  of  a  dam  to  be  constructed  in  a  moorland 
valley  at  SibJyback  to  the  north  of  Lislccard, 

By  the  end  of  the  year  permission  -  so  long  awaited  -  had  been  given  for  a 
start  to  be  made  on  the  scheme  for  sewage  disposal  in  the  Borough  of  Liskeard.  This 
when  completed  will  remove  h  major  source  of  pollution  of  what  is  otherwise  a 
pleasant  inland  river.  Further  schemes  are  in  hand  or  have  been  completed  in  the 
Liskeard  and  St.  Germans  Rural  Districts,  and  in  the  Liskeard  Rural  District  the 
position  has  now  been  reached  v/here  rela.tively  small  communities  in  hamlets  are 
being  provided  with  proper  moans  of  sev/age  disposal  -  a  far  cry  from  the  primitive 
and  thoroughly  unsatisfactory  state  of  sanitation  which  existed  as  recently  as 
10  -  12  years  ago.  At  the  principad  holiday  resort  in  this  Area  -  Looe  -  the 
unsatisfactory  and  objectionable  method  of  discharging  crude  sewage  into  the  river 
continues,  .and  at  the  time  of  v/riting  I  an  not  aware  of  definite  proposals  to 
remedy  this  unpleasant  state  of  affairs.  As  long  ago  as  1949,  soon  after  my 
appointment  as  Medical  Officer  of  Headth,  I  v/rote  my  first  adverse  comment  on  the 
arrangements,  or  rather  the  la.ck  of  them,  for  sewage  disposal  at  Looe.  In  each 
succeeding  annual  report  over  the  past  15  years  I  have  repeated  this  critical 
comment  and  am  sorry  to  have  to  again  do  so  in  I964.  By  contrast  with  other  parts  of 
the  Health  Area  whore  progress  in  providing  modern  methods  of  sewage  disposal  has 
been  proceeding  steadily  the  position  at  Looe  is  becoming  yearly  more  difficult  to 
defend  and  justify. 
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The  disposal  of  household  raid  trade  refuse  presents  a  problem  which 
continues  to  grow  from  year  to  yerir,  iUlied  to  ai  increase  in  the  volume  of 
refuse  is  the  difficulty  in  findi  ig  suitable  sites  for  disposing  of  it.  Moreover 
the  present  generation  is  apt  to  -.ake  a  more  critical  view  of  disposal  methods 
and  the  day  to  day  management  of  refuse  tips,  I  do  not  quarrel  vrlth  this  attitude 
since  a  badly  sited,  and  inefficient j.y  managed  tip  can  without  doubt  be  a  source 
of  considerable  nuisance  to  those  H.i'^'ing  and  working  in  the  vicinity  of  the  tip. 

If  however,  these  higher  standards  are  to  be  achieved  and  maintained  members  of 
District  Coxincils,  and  ratepayers  will  have  to  come  around  to  the  realisation 
that  more  money  will  have  to  bo  ejont  on  this  service,  and  I  an  glad  to  see  that 
most  Councils  v^hen  faced  with  th:  s  problem  have  accepted  the  necessity  for  this. 

In  concluding  this  general  preface  I  should  like  to  thank  the  Mem.bers  and 
the  Officers  of  all  six  District  Councils  j.n  the  No.  7.  Health  7irea  for  the 
understanding  and  help  they  have  given  me  during  the  year.

Public  Health  Inspector's  Report  for  13Gk 
Sanitary  Circumst.  .ices  of  the  Area 


Water  Supply. 

The  Bast  Cornwall  Yfater  Board  is  responsible  for  the  public  water  supply 
and  distribution  functions  in  the  area.  As  in  previous  years,  there  were 
complaints  from  time  to  time  of  unusual  tastes  and  discolouration  of  the  water 
but  the  bacteriological  quality  remains  satisfactory.  The  V/ater  Board  is  * 
investigating  the  cause  of  these  local  disturbances.  It  is  not  an  easy  matter 
however,  to  convince  members  of  the  public  that  there  is  no  danger  from  the  ^ 
health  point  of  view,  and  until  such  time  as  a  solution  is  found,  the  water 
will  no  doubt  be  Bilaraed  for  minor  stomach  upsets. 

During  the  year  under  review,  six  samples  from  the  treated  water  supplies 
in  the  town  were  taken  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Plymouth 
for  bacteriological  examination.  In  all  cases  the  reports  were  entirely 
satisfactory  and  the  water  was  considered  suitable  for  domestic  use.  On  the 
question  of  e.ri^^ling,  it  should  not  be  overlooked  that  the  Water  Board  carries 
out  routine  and  regular  checks  on  the  quality  of  the  water. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

As  in  previous  years ,  there  was  no  trouble  with  this  service  during  the 
year.  The  Council  entered  into  a  Contract  vdth  a  gully  cleansing  firm  for  the 
emptying  of  road  gullies  at  three  monthly  intervals  with  a  vacuum  pump.  This 
saves  valuable  labour  and  time. 


The  sewerage  system  in  Torpoint  continues  to  extend  in  various  directions, 
mainly  because  of  the  activities  of  private  developers,  and  the  amount  of  land 
which  can  now  be  provided  with  public  sewers  is  very  limited  indeed.  The  time 
is  very  soon  coming  when  the  Council  must  consider  the  enlargement  of  one  or  more 
of  the  sewer  outfalls  and  the  possibility  of  other  sewerage  works. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  Council’s  refuse  collectors  have  worked  under  extreme  difficulties 
during  the  year.  The  vehicle  which  has  given  eleven  years’  service,  constantly 
gave  trouble  ana  it  is  indeed  fortunate  that  tho  Council  has  agreed  to  the 
purchase  of  a  new  35  cub.  yard  Pakamatic  Refuse  Collection  Vehicle. 

Housing  Development  in  Toipoint  continues  v/ith  the  result  that  extra  bins  have 
to  be  collected  each  week,  and  the  weekly  collection  has  only  been  maintained 
through  the  conscientious  work  of  the  refuse  collectors. 

Refuse  disposal  is  now  becoming  a  serious  problem.  Tipping  has  continued 
at  Borough  Quarry  and  at  Effords  Bridge,  although  the  space  available  at  both 
of  these  sites  will  soon  be  exhausted.  At  present  there  is  no  proposal  for 
a  future  tip,  but  veiy  soon  a  solution  to  the  disposal  of  house  refuse  will 
have  to  be  found.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  Cornwall  all  of  the  thirty 
District  Coiancils  dispose  of  refuse  by  some  form  of  tipping,  and  although  controlled 
tipping  is  a  vaTuable  means  of  reclaiming  land,  Torpoint  seems  to  be  unfortunate 
in  obtaining  a  suitable  site  without  strong  objection. 

Housing. 

During  the  period  under  review,  fifteen  flats  in  Antony  Road  were  completed 
and  occupied.  For  the  time  being  the  completion  of  this  project  moans  a  standstill 
to  the  building  of  Council  houses,  as  the  amount  of  land  which  can  be  provided 

sewers  is  veiy  limited.  The  Council,  however,  commenced  negotiations 
for  4  acre  of  land  at  Barossa  Place,  which  could  well  fulfil  some  of  the  urgent 
need  for  housing  accommodation.  It  is  also  hoped  that  within  a  reasonable  period 
redevelopment  can  take  place  in  the  Harvey  Street/Rowe  Street  area. 

Slum  Clearance 


After  much  deliberation,  most  of  the  property  in  Harvey  Street  was  declared 
as  unfit,  and  it  was  decided  that  Clearance  Areas  should  be  formed. 
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As  raGntioncd  in  the  previous  poragraph,  it  is  hoped  to  carry  out  a  redevelopment 
scheme  for  the  area  lying  betvveen  Hrj:'ve3’’  Street  and  Rowe  Street  and  bounded  on 
the  south  by  Eliot  Square. 

Factories. 


Routine  inspections  of  factories  were  carried  out  during  the  year,  and 
little  Was  found  to  complain  of  within  the  scope  of  the  Act.

Offices.  Shops  and  Railway  Promises  Act, 19^3 . 

The  provisions  of  this  Act  required  that  on  or  after  1st  May,1964,  anyone 
intending  to  employ  people  in  office ,q shop  or  railway  premises  will  be  required 
to  send  notification  in  the  prescribed  form  to  the  authority  responsible  for 
enforcing  the  Act  in  the  premises;  premises  in  use  were  to  have  been  registered 
before  the  31st  July,1964, 

The  Act  sets  out  certain  requirements  to  be  enforced,  including  Registration, 
Cleanliness,  Overcrowding,  Temperature,  Ventilation,  Lighting,  Sanitary  Conveniences, 
Washing  Facilities,  Drinking  Water,  Accommodation  for  Clothing,  Seating  Arrangements, 
Eating  Facilities  and  First  Aid. 

Certain  regulations  regarding  the  above  will  not  come  into  operation  until 
1965,  but  already  much  additional  work  is  being  placed  on  the  depmtment. 

Rodent  Control 

No  complaints  of  rodent  infestation  were  received  during  the  year,  but  the 
usual  routine  inspections  were  carried  out  and  a  close  check  kept  on  the  sewers. 

Tne  refuse  tips  were  treated  at  regular  intervals. 

Vermin. 

One  complaint  of  verminous  premises  was  received,  and  the  usual  disinfestation 
carried  out.
